Record Here

Industrial expansion, details
of which cannot be revealed be-
cause of expressed military
reasons, accounted for the new
all-time record of new construc-
tion set here last month when
the building permit total soared
to $6,818,426,

This figure and the six
months’ total of $7,145,118 are
more than double the previous
record full year of building here
~1938's construction total of
$3,143,878,

In striking contrast to June’s
new record is the total for the
same month in 1941, a scant
$43,830. The same huge differ-
ence in totals for the first six
months of 1942 — $7,145,118 — is
noted in comparison with the
half-year building figure for
1941—$196,812,

The entire year of 1941 saw
only $804,397 in new construc-
tion here, according to records
at the city engineer's office.
